If the 
work is done while the old coat is in 
good condition and the same value of 
paint is used (“value” referring nov 
| to color but to the paint's degree ot 
lightness or darkness), ohe coat is 
usually sufficient when a good house 
paint is employed, 

If, however, the old coat has been 
| Beraeitted to fall into a state of dis- 
repair, it will be necessary, in order 
to put the surface into good condi- 
tion, to use two and sometimes even 
three coats of paint. 

If, owing to the use of a cheap 
ochre primer, or because the pre- 
vious painting was applied on damp 
wood, or because of any other ma)- 
practice, the old coat has become 
hopelessly blistered and is peeling. 
the only safe course is to remove it 
entirely. If this is not done, the new 
coat (no matter how good your ma- 
terials may be, and no matter how 
excellently you may have done the 
work), will be lifted off by the con- 
tinued peeling and cracking of the 
ok! under-coat. 

The best way to remove paint from 
large surfaces is to burn it off with 
a blow torch. This method consists | 
in softening the paint with intense 
heat, generated hy the torch, and 
scraping it off while still hot with a 
metal scraper.
